Australians have a deep 
thirst for tea and stories about 
America, according to Paula 
McClellan who recently re- 
turned from a two and a half 
week stay “down under.” 

McClellan, 18-year-old 
daughter of Pastor Donald 
(Mike) McClellan of the Ro- 
mulus Wesleyan Church, was a 
member of a mission team of 
youths sent to assist two 
Wesleyan churches in Austra- 
lia. 

McClellan spent time in the 
homes of various host Austra- 
lian families and found the 
new churches are facing an up- 
hill battle there-because only 
about 3 percent of Australians 
consider themselves Chris- 
tians. ' 

The 1992 Romulus High 
School graduate said she was 
rather surprised at the open 
nudity and televised pornogra- 
phy available in Australia. 

Postcards with nude women 
are sold in the average store, 
nude beaches are available at 
various locations and tele- 
vised pornography comes on 
family television stations ar 
early as 8 p.m., she said. 

It did not surprise her when 
she learned that Australia’s 
rape rate is the fourth highest 
in the world, she added. 

The Wesleyan churches, al- 
though small in number, are 
battling the pornography prob- 
lem, she said, by having resi- 
dents contact the sponsors of 
the televised shows. The effort 
is beginning to have an impact, 
she said. 

McClellan said she was also 
mildly surprised at the influ- 
ence of tea on Australian 
home life styles. 

“A container of hot water is 
always available," she said, to 
make it convenient to serve tea 
many times during the day. 
Australians in the major cities 
have tea at breakfast, morning 
tea, lunch, afternoon tea, tea 
time and supper. 

McClellan also was sur- 
prised that the homes she 
stayed in had no heat, but did 
have microwave ovens. "You 
just put on extra sweaters or 
long johns if it got colder than 
you could stand comfortably." 
she said. 


The other major in-house 
surprise was the fact that the 
three units of a normal Ameri- 
can bathroom, the toilet, 
shower and sink, are located 
in three separate areas of the 
home. 

The mission group at- 
tempted. to get their message 
of Christianity and support for 
the new churches to students 
in high schools. 

“We were counseled not to 
quote exactly from the Bible,” 
she said, “for fear of turning 
off the non-Christian major- 
ities. So we used skits to get 
our message across.” 

She and the eight other 
American youths also went 
house-to-house in the city of 
Ballarat for four hours to in- 
vite area residents to attend 
the recently organized church. 

“Australians opening their 
doors were intrigued by my ac- 
cent, even though I didn’t 
think I had one. They love sto- 


ries about. America, so we used 
that as a tool to spread the 
Christian message,” she said. 

While the Australian mini- 
mum wage is $8 to $9, there is 
heavy unemployment there 
and few students have jobs, 
McClellan said. 

She found Australians pro- 
American, fun loving and very 
open. 

“One of the funniest times 
we had,” she said, “was when 
we went kangaroo hunting. We 
actually were just going to see 
and photograph the kangaroos, 
not shoot them. 

“But we started our hunt on 
private property unbeknownst 
to us, because we erroneously 
were on the wrong side of the 
highway. The local police 
stopped us and told us we 
were on private property,” she 
said. 

“When they found out we

While other area school sys- 
tems are battling major strike 
threats, the effort this week in 
Romulus schools is to provide 
a relaxed junior high school 
setting at the Western Campus 
of Wayne County Community 
College. 

Recently hired acting junior 
high school principal Robert 
Rutila was on hand earlier this 
week, along with assistant 
principal Melvin Kimbraugh, 
to assess classroom designa- 
tions and support staff sites at 
the campus in Van Buren 
Township. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell earlier an- 
nounced that instead of using 
only 10 college classrooms as 
previously planned, Romulus 
junior high school students 
would be utilizing the WCCC 
campus for four to five months, 
while the junior high school 
building is undergoing a major 
remodeling effort. 

Junior high school students 
will be using 20 or more col- 
lege classrooms this fall, since 
college classes have been sus- 
pended there following voter 
rejection of a millage hike. 

Art McPharlin, administra- 
tive assistant to Bedell, said 
the district has already sent 
out fact sheets to parents re- 
garding the new school bus 
schedules, and students will 
face a longer travel time to the 
college campus. 

Rutila hopes that an orien- 
tation meeting yesterday with 
students will help alleviate 
much of the opening day con- 
fusion as student masses ar- 
rive at a new school building. 

Maps of the interior of the 
building were distributed, 
McPharlin said, to help ease 
the transition period. 

He said classroom numbers 
and teachers’ names will be

Romulus Department of 
Public Works Director James 
Panos continues to urge area 
residents to run their kitchen 
and bathroom water faucets 
for at least 30 seconds in the 
morning to’ lower any potential 
lead deposits in their drinking 
water. 

Similar requests have been 
made for residents of Wayne, 
Westland and Inkster. While 
the risk is small, Panos said, 
those who could be most se- 
verely impacted by continued 
lead consumption could be 
pregnant women and small 
children. 

The first line of defense for 
all families who suspect such 
lead levels in the water is to 
run the family kitchen faucet 
for at least 30 seconds, or at 
least until it turns very cold. 
Panos said. 

The lead alert was spurred 
by some unacceptable test 
findings in the Metro Detroit 
area during the first six 
months of this year. 

While a major health crisis 
is not at hand, he said, eontin 
ued consumption of such lead 
levels could cause long term 
health concerns for area farm 
lies. 

To minimize the lead prob 
lent DPW and health officials 
makefile following recommen 
dations 


prominently displayed outside 
each classroom. 

Rutila’s office will be on the 
main floor, while Kimbraugh’s 
office and most of the general 
classrooms will be on the sec- 
ond level. 

Physical education classes 
will be in a large multi- 
purpose room, Rutila said, and 
some gym events will be out of 
doors when weather permits. 

Cafeteria food for the stu- 
dents will be prepared and 
served at WCCC. The junior 
high school cafeteria will be 
used to prepare food for distri- 
bution to the five elementary 
schools. 


• Since most lead build ups 
occur overnight, residents are 
urged to flush their toilets sev- 
eral times when first arising 
each day to eliminate some of 
the lead deposits. 

• Run kitchen and bathroom 
faucets for 30 seconds or more 
to further remove possible de 
posits. 

• Do not use water from 
warm faucet for cooking or 
drinking. 

• Remove loose solder and 
debris from around plumbing 
materials installed in newer 
homes or houses that have had 
recent plumbing replace 
ments. 

• Call a plumber if lead sol 
der has been used on copper 
piping since 1988 and have it 
replaced with lead free solder. 
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Workshop and science labs 
will be on the first floor of 
WCCC, as will instrumental 
band activities. A recreation 
room for students’ use during 
free periods will be set up on 
the second floor. 

The junior high school sup- 
port staff will include three 
secretaries, two counselors 
and two security people. 

Rutila, a retired Crestwood 
school superintendent, 
praised the college campus as 
an “excellent facility that will 
provide a unique opportunity 
for both students and faculty to 


To cut costs, it is urged, homeo- 
wners should call the same 
plumber who installed such 
plumbing if possible. 

While the current lead 
levels are not considered very 
hazardous by Environmental 
Protection Agency officials, 
continued consumption could 
ultimately cause growing 
health concerns. 

Lead consumption can slow 
down mental and physical de- 
velopment of growing bodies, 
the EPA warned. Children’s 
hands and their toys should be 
washed often to keep lead 
levels out of their mouths. 

Panos said printed packets 
will be mailed to every house- 
hold in the city explaining the 
precautionary efforts recom- 
mended. 

Panos also asks residents to 
run their taps for an extended 
period of time any time the 
plumbing in the house has not 
been used for the last four to 
six hours. 

He said another 20 house- 
holds in Romulus will be 
tested for lead levels in the 
coming month; to continue the 
random checks throughout the 
city

Ex-area family’s 
home hit by storm

Like thousands of other 
Florida residents, Clifford 
Schuerian, a former Romulus 
resident, decided to ride out 
Hurricane Andrew at his Cut- 
tier Ridge, Fla. home, while 
his wife, Joan, sought safety at 
a nearby storm shelter. 

Schuerian’s mother-in-law, 
Pearl Bower of Romulus, said 
he was forced finally to seek 
last-minute shelter inside a 
closet, when the 150-plus mph 
winds ripped much of the roof 
off the family one-story home. 
The home, like most of those in 
the area, has no basement 

Bower, a retired Romulus 
school cafeteria manager, said 
her daughter phoned the night 
before Andrew hit the greater 
Miami area and told her “not 
to worry, because we are going 
to a storm shelter.” 

But she found out later that 
her son-in-law changed his 
mind at the last minute and de- 
cided to stay home to protect 
the family possessions from 
possible looters. 

When his son, Bill, found 
out that his father was going to 
ride out the storm at home, 
Bower said, he told his mother 
he didn’t want his dad alone 
during the storm, so he went 
back to be with him. 

The massive force of the 
winds ripped off a good por- 
tion of the roof, blew out nu- 
merous windows and left 4 
inches of water inside, Bower 
related. 

The front porch and any 
other wooden portions of the 
cement block home exposed to 
the wind were torn off or se- 
verely damaged. 

A backyard shed simply dis- 
appeared, Bower said, and her 
grandson’s truck was totally 
stripped of all exterior paint 

Schuerian’s car lost only its 
back window^he said, so It ap- 
parently was partly protected. 

Her grandson’s girlfriend 
told her that the rugs have 
been taken out of the home 
and hopefully will dry un- 
damaged in the sun. 

A friend in Romulus has 
gathered a number of things 


needed by her Florida family, 
Bower said, and is mailing 
them down there via Parcel 
Post Hopefully the tarpaulin 
for the roof and other items 
will arrive in four days, she 
said. 

That same Romulus friend 
has offered to take off two 
weeks and travel to Florida to 
help them repair their home, 
she said. 

Asked her personal reac- 
tions to the family crisis, 
Bower said it is terrifying be- 
ing so far away that it is almost 
impossible to offer personal 
assistance. 

Bower also said it was “ex- 
tremely scary” watching TV as 
Andrew’s wrath leveled an 
area where many of her loved 
ones reside. 

But knowing that all in the 
family survived, including the 
four family dogs, is a great con- 
solation, she said. 

Persons wishing to contact 
the Schuerian family can do so 
by writing to 9025 Nassau 
Drive, Miami, Fla. 33187. 
Bower explained that while 
her daughter’s family lives in a 
community 20 miles outside 
Miami, they still carry a Miami 
mailing address. 

A second Romulus related 
family in Florida, Keith and 
Candace Walls of St. Pe- 
tersberg, escaped the worst of 
the first hurricane of the sea- 
son. 

Barbara Ottinger of Ro- 
mulus, Candace’s mother, said 
the Walls were warned early 
that their home was in the path 
of Hurricane Andrew and they 
feared the worst. 

But a change in the path of 
the storm was a blessing for 
them, she said, and they only 
suffered heavy rains and low- 
ered wind gusts. 

The Walls and their son, 
Brian, were extremely happy 
they had so little storm dam- 
age, she said, because they had 
planned to move back to the 
Romulus area this weekend. 
Heavy storm damage could 
have delayed that move. 

Now that the family is re- 
uniting in Romulus, family 
members will have an extra 
reason to rejoice. 


Disaster aid sought 
for hurricane victims 


It only took a few hours for 
Hurricane Andrew to cut a de- 
structive path through south- 
eastern Florida, but it will 
take months of massive aid to 
restore the devastated area. 

Disaster relief is being 
sought by The Salvation Army 
to aid storm victims, according 
to Belleville Police Chief Will- 
ard Dockter, the director of the 
local service unit. 

“The most needed items are 
bottled water, dry and canned 
food, paper goods, baby food, 
diapers, tooth brushes, tooth- 
paste, blankets and linens,"

of the Belleville .Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce and BeUn’iUe 
Enterprise during regular busi- 
ness hours, and the items will 
be forwarded to The Salvation 
Army.

New development is 
delayed in Canton

Some 65 acres of barren 
land south of the Canton 
Township Library slated for 
golf course/home site construc- 
tion will remain undeveloped 
apparently until the value of 
the property increases. 

Township board trustees 
unanimously voted Aug. 25 to 
reject a single bid by the KC 
Homes Co. to build upscale 
dwellings on the proposed 
Pheasant Run location. 

Township Clerk Loren Ben- 
nett said the $1.7 million offer 
didn’t meet with township 
goals. 

“I think we can do better,” 
Bennett said. “This has been a 
slow process, but the township 
would like create enough 
value (from the 65 acres) to re- 
coup the cost of the entire 250- 
acre purchase made in 1989.” 

Canton bought the tract in 
1989 front a single landowner 
for $9,500 an acre, or $2.37 mil- 
lion, to develop a municipal 
golf course and adjacent home 
oasis. The 18-hoie public 
course is expected to cover ap- 
proximately 110 acres with a 
large clubhouse facility and 
adjacent driving range. The 
township anticipates 40,000 
plus annual rounds of golf gen 
e r a 1 1 n g approximately 
$800,000 in the first full year of

high-speed rail service. 

At a news conference at the 
Dearborn AMTRAK station. 
Ford said, ”A high-speed rail 
corridor offers tremendous po- 
tential for our part of Michi- 
gan. 

"The actual physical work 
of removing and restructuring 


the 380 grade crossings along 
the proposed 280-mile rail 
route will mean hundreds of 
jobs for Michigan workers at a 
time when we really need 
them," Ford said. “It is far bet- 
ter to make jobs for our 
workers in Michigan than to 
put them on a fast track to 
Mexico as some would like to 
do. 

"We would link the third 
and fifth largest metropolitan 
areas in the country, and the 
attractiveness of a shorter link 
between Detroit and Chicago 


can only add to the economies 
of each,” he added. 

Approximately 13 million 
people live in the area Ford is 
referring to as the corridor, he 
said. 

“Right now we generate a 
whopping 250 million vehicle 
trips across the corridor each 
year,” Ford said. “This figure 
projects to 375 million annual 
trips by the year 2010, so there 
is drastic need for improve- 
ment in the way we move peo- 
ple from one city to another.” 


High-speed rail technology 
is similar to conventional elec- 
trified trains, except they can 
operate up to 185 miles per 
hour similar to the bullet 
trains used in Japan and 
France. 

Now the average train trip 
between Detroit and Chicago 
takes approximately 5 hours at 
79 miles an hour. 

“The higher rate of speed is 
achieved with improved track- 
age, lighter trains and stronger 
engines,” Ford said.

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There must be 
a better way 

It is the season of doubt 

Every year as the beginning of classes in local school dis- 
tricts are scheduled to begin, there is always the looming 
cloud of apprehension in any district where teachers do not 
have a contract. Will the students start class on time, or will 
they not? Parents don’t know if they will need alternate child 
care for younger children. Children don’t know if they will 
return to classes and the tiny beginning kindergartners don’t 
know if they will experience that all-important milestone, the 
first day of school, on schedule. 

And teachers, too, do not know if they will return to the 
classrooms on time. Many have spent precious summer hours 
at the end of the season personally cleaning and organizing 
classrooms, decorating bulletin boards and planning wonder- 
ful things for their students to do to help them learn. 

And, too often, what should be a wonderful experience for 
them all is marred by this element of doubt Will the teachers 
strike. Will classes begin on time. If they do not will the 
students have to continue during the summer. Will there be 
bad feelings? How long will it take to settle it? 

But our question is a bit more simple. We just want to know 
why this tension, apprehension and stress is ever inflicted in 
the first place? 

There is a better way. There really is. 

The expiration date of teaching contracts is not a secret. If 
facing such a deadline in the fall, why do school administra- 
tors and union officials wait until this time of year to seriously 
attempt to negotiate the contract? 

Why not start as soon as classes end for the summer? Why 
not set a deadline for a strike a month or two before classes 
are scheduled to begin? Why not have the bargaining, nego- 
tiating and hassle out of the way before teachers and students 
face this undue stress? 

We fully understand that union representatives and school 
district officials utilize this deadline to place pressure on the 
negotiations. 

We feel strongly that this tactic does a disservice to all 
involved, particularly to teachers who are, under this sce- 
nario, considered self-serving and district officials who are 
perceived as inefficient and uncaring. 

This is a negotiation tactic that has become ugly and inap- 
propriate. We suggest that a realignment of deadlines for a 
contract and a reassignment of priorities at the close of 
classes would be in order. 

Or would that interfere with too many summer vacations? 

Who’s on first, Moe? 

It was a bit like an old Abbott and Costello routine. 

Several observers were reminded of the famous Who's On 
First? routine with a bit of the Three Stooges thrown in, just to 
make the entire scenario a bit more ridiculous. 

We’re sure the comedy was unintentional, however, and are 
equally sure that the result did not precisely meet the criteria 
of those in charge. 

It began when our team of reporters attempted to obtain 
press credentials at the visit of President Bush to Canton 
Township last week. Stopped at one of the first security 
checks, one reporter explained to a Secret Service officer his 
need to cross the security perimeter to obtain his press cre- 
dentials which were being distributed at a second security 
location. 

He was informed in no uncertain terms that he could not 
get past the first line of security to obtain his press creden- 
tials unless he produced his press credentials for the visit 
Gamely, and with more patience than he usually exhibits, he 
once again explained that he was attempting to retrieve those 
very credentials from the security site as instructed. ..but he 
had to cross the line to get there. 

The Secret Service officer was adamant. He would not be 
allowed to cross the line to get his press pass unless he pro- 
duced the press pass in question, and that was that.

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Bank praises fast 
action in hold-up

The Wayne Police Depart- 
ment was recently applauded 
by National Bank of Detroit 
(NBD) officials for expe- 
ditiously handling a robbery 
incident which occurred at the 
bank in the morning of Aug. 6 
in Wayne. 

As a result of the swift ac- 
tion taken by Wayne police of- 
ficers, a Romulus man who 
allegedly handed a threaten- 
ing note to a teller demanding 
she give him all the cash she 
had was arrested, according to 
Wayne Police Chief John Col- 
ligan. Antoine Shawn Harris, 
24, was arrested and charged 
with the crime, police said. 

“I want to take this oppor- 
tunity to commend the Wayne 
Police Department for their 
prompt reaction to the bank 
robbery,” said Alexander C. 
Robinson Jr., first vice presi- 
dent and regional director for 
NBD. “As with these kinds of 
incidents, their first concern 
was our people and for- 
tunately our employees and 
customers were unharmed.” 

Within an hour of the report 
of the robbery, Wayne police 
had apprehended Harris. 

“I would like to commend 
the Wayne police force for 
their prompt reaction and ex- 
cellent results,” Robinson 
said. “It is a pleasure to be a 
part of a community which 
helps its own so well.” 

Wayne police officers ar- 
rived at the scene 10:45 a.m., 


according to Colligan. 

‘The suspect was seen driv- 
ing a gray Mercury Cougar,” 
Colligan said. “He was heading 
west on Michigan Avenue to- 
ward Wayne.” 

Wayne police officer Brian 
Wojcik pursude the suspect af- 
ter identifying him from the 
description provided by the 
bank. 

“Officer Wojcik tried to stop 
the suspect by turning on his 
lights, but the suspect failed to 
stop. He continued south on 
Wayne Road.” 

The suspect drove into the 
parking lot of an apartment 
complex, got out of his vehicle 
and ran on foot into the 
wooded area behind the apart- 
ment complex. 

“Officer Wojcik continued 
his pursuit on foot, and was 
able to apprehend the suspect 
in the wooded area,” Colligan 
said. 

Harris was returned to NBD 
where he was identified. Dur- 
ing the interrogation by Sgt. 
Michael Sumeracki, the sus- 
pect admitted to the robbery, 
according to Colligan.” 

Wayne police officials con- 
tacted the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation officials who 
then took the suspect into cus- 
tody. 

Harris was arraigned in 
Federal Court Aug. 7. 

“It was due to the outstand- 
ing cooperation between bank 
management employees and 
the Wayne police that this inci- 
dent was taken care of suc- 
cessfully,” Colligan said.

Salem: The legacy continues

For 26 years, Plymouth Salem has fielded 
football teams that have earned the respect 
of their opponents. 

And the man who has made the Rocks a 
competitive team is Tom Moshimer, the dean 
of area high school football coaches. 

Moshimer will launch his 34th overall sea- 
son in coaching when he takes his Rocks to 
Trenton Friday night for the season opener. 

Although Salem graduated 42 players and 
Moshimer has a fresh crop of enthusiastic 
recruits on the field, the Moshimer and Rock 
legacy is sure to continue. Anyone who looks 
past a Moshimer-coached Salem team usu- 
ally pays a high price for that mistake. 

“We’re very inexperienced,” said Mo- 
shimer, whose 1991 club posted a 7- 3 overall 
record after losing the opening game of the 
playoffs. “We’re going to have to fill a lot of 
positions. 

“But I believe most of the other division 
teams are in the same shoes that we are in,” 
Moshimer added. 

Moshimer does have a solid nucleus to 
build upon. A trio of lettermen should pro- 
vide the spark to ignite the machine this year. 
Rob Shepley, a 6 - 0 , 250-pound senior is a 


tough linebacker who will be used as a run- 
ning back and he’ll share the co-captain re- 
sponsibi lities with teammate Andy 
Szydolowski. 

Andy has matured into a 6-0, 190-pound 
defensive whiz who will be called upon to 
provide leadership. Moshimer also has a 
solid Rock in Scott Helmstadter, who is 6-2, 
210 and is a two-way performer at end. 

Other notables include Brad Schultz, a 6 - 0 , 
160-pound senior defensive back; 5-10, 185- 
pound lineman Ben Sovereign, and Phil 
Haynes, who will be utilized on the line de- 
fensively as well as offensively. 

Moshimer views Westland John Glenn and 
North Farmington as the teams to beat for 
the Lakes Division title. 

“North has a lot of their kids back and they 
are going to be tough,” the Rock coach says. 
“And you never count Glenn out of anything 
when it comes to football. They’re well 
coached and come ready to play.” 

Moshimer will ride with senior quarter- 
back Rob Kenney, a 5-9, 150- pound senior 
who has looked good in scrimmages, in the 
opener against Trenton. He says that he 
doesn’t know much about his first opponent. 

“They (Trenton) have been down the past 
couple of years,” Moshimer added. “It’s 
should be an interesting first game.” 


Glenn has ‘unfinished business’ 


Westland John Glenn coach Chuck Gordon 
says he is pleased with the attitude and work 
habits of his team. 

And that could mean good news for Rocket 
football fans and bad for their opponents. 

Glenn has been a notable force in the 
Western Lakes Football Conference and 
when the Rockets are on, they are unstoppa- 
ble. 

The Westlanders, who posted an enviable 
7-2 record a year ago, have some unfinished 
business in 1992. They would like to be at the 
top of their division and league at the end of 
the season. 

But that won’t be easy, the coaches admit. 

Gordon, beginning his 16th year as head 
coach at Glenn, knows that the climb to the 
top of the hill has its perils. Like finding a 
way past North Farmington. And Plymouth 
Salem. And shying away from injuries. 

“Right now, we’re just looking at the first 
game.

It is never too early to get 
your car ready for the winter 
season in Michigan, Rod 
Harris, owner of Harris Sun- 
oco Station of Westland said. 

“Vehicle owners can easily 
learn to check some of the 
most critical elements of their 
cars and trucks to save time 
and money," Harris said, “and 
then if need be stop by (at 
Harris Sunoco at 110 S. New- 
burgh in Westland) for a pro- 
fessional safety check." 

It is important to check your 
battery first and often during 
the fall and winter seasons, 
Harris said. “Make sure your 
battery power is strong and 
that your battery cables have 
clean contacts throughout this 
tough driving season,” he 
stressed. 

If your battery is several 
years old it probably would be 
wise to have a service atten- 
dant check the power, before 
the first cold wave hits the 
area...or you could be stranded 
with a stalled car. he warned. 

In addition, alternator belts 
should be checked and possi- 
bly tightened or replaced to 
protect the life of the battery, 
Harris said. 

“Windshield wipers and 
your automatic spray devices 
also should be checked to 
make sure they are in good op 
erational order," he said, “be 
cause if either are defective 
severe visability problems 
could arise.” 

Another key seasonal check 
should be the vehicle tires, in- 
cluding the spare, he said. All 
tires should provide enough 
traction to help you get out of 
deep snow or mud. 

If you have any doubt about 
how much air pressure you 
should have in your tires, con- 
sult your service station repre- 


sentative. 

As the temperatures begin 
to dip, Harris said, check your 
anti-freeze and replace it, if it 
is two years or older.

Jeannotte previews ‘93 Pontiacs

Camouflaging the exotic 
Pontiac Firebird until the Jan 
uary Detroit Auto Show. Gen- 
eral Motors raised the curtain 
Wednesday on the hot new line 
of 1993 cars and vans at Bob 
Jeannotte Pontiac/GMC Truck. 

General manager of the 
Pontiac division, John Mid- 
dlebrook, bolstered by a re- 
cord sales pace of 1992 models, 
sounded an tempo note on the 
overall U.S. economy and pre- 
dicted 1993 sales of some 
609,000 units, a figure 10 per- 
cent higher than 1992. 

“The key (to the auto re- 
bound) is consumer confi- 
dence in the economy," 
Middlebrook told an audience 
of mostly automotive writers 
and executives, plus sales and 
advertising personnel. “We 
have every reason to believe 
we’ll meet with a big sales in- 
. crease.” 

Middlebrook added that 
Pontiac has, despite industry 
rumors, no intention of aban- 
doning current models (a la 
Grand Prix).

“We have no plans,” he said, 
“to drop any of Pontiac’s core 
line of cars. I will say across 
the line that GM will rational- 
ize its component systems. We 
stock 170 (different) steering 
columns and 50 horns, that 
kind of proliferation is not cus- 
tomer driven. ’’ 

With the success of the 
Grand Am, Bonneville and 
Trans Sport lines, Pontiac 
again will focus on improving 
standard and optional 1993 
equipment packages, while de- 
signing and manufacturing 
quieter more powerful vehi- 
cles. 

Sales predictions for Grand 
Am, which vies for Honda and 
Toyota buyers, are expected to 
reach 232,000 units in 1993. 
Bonneville sales are targeted 
for 105,000 vehicles and Trans 
Sport, with optional leather 
seats and the “quiet package” 
is looking for a 9 percent in- 
crease, or roughly 32,000 units 
sold. 

Pontiac is expected to tease 


fastball freaks through Janu- 
ary' with sneak peek ads of the 
reconfigured Firebird. 

Pontiac chose Jeannotte 
Pontiac/GMC Truck to roll out 
the new line, Middlebrook 
said, because of the dealer’s 
number one sales and cus- 
tomer service status in the De- 
troit zone and his current 
overall number four ranking 
in the country. 

Jeannotte’s just-renovated 
dealership also represents an 
important aspect of the divi- 
sion’s new Pontiac Cares pro- 
gram. Covered under Pontiac 
Cares is courtesy transporta 
tion available on all 1993 
model warranty visits-a one- 
way shuttle service for repairs 
completed the same day or a 
free loaner if a vehicle needs 
to be kept overnight. Pontiac 
Cares also offers a no-charge 
roadside assistance program 
on 1993 models. The plan cov- 
ers non-warranty service for 
changing a flat tire, charging a 
dead battery or filling an 
empty gas tank.
